BEARD - The caterpiller, or hair like 
growth at the top of each fall. 

CENTER - The middle portion of the 
flower, including and extending be- 
yond the haft area into the petals, 
especially into the standards. 

F — FALLS. The three lower petals. 

HAFT ~ (As used herein) The upper part 
or shoulder, of the falls. 

S - STANDARDS. The three upright petals 

SUESTANCE - The time and weather re- 
Sisting qualities of the flowers. A 
flower of good substance should last 
for, at least, two or more days. 

TEXTURE - The surface finish of the 
petals, as silky, metallic, etc. 


BICOLOR - Literally, two colors. The 
standards one color, the falls 
another color. 

BITONE - The S one shade, the falls 
another shade of the same color. 
BLEND -— Yellow and one or more other 
‘colors mixed together appearing to 
be one color (a self) when viewed 

from a distance. 

PLICATA - (Ply-KATE-ah) A white or 
yellow base or ground color, dotted, 
mottled or stitched etc. with a 
contrasting darker color. 

SELF ~ Standards and falls the same 
color. (Beards may be different).

ALBA SUPEREA. (J. Sass 1943) 
Alba Superba - "White Superb" and 
it is in reality a. superb, satiny . 
textured, pure white with closed § 
and flaring F. Lovely large flowers, 
fine substance and a husky, free 
blooming plant. 36-38 in. stalks. £5 
AMANDINE (Douglas 1946) 
Self. Large, broad petaled flowers of 
bright cream brushed with a touch of 
lemon-yellow. Exquisite in its deli- 
cacy of coloring and the charm of 
its blocky, beautifully fluted form. 
An easy growing free bloomer that 
can net only put on a show all by 
itself, but, its color (cee isecue 
color that brightens and intensifies 
all the other colors in the garden. 
Fine bloomer, 36-38 in. stalks. 1.00 
ARAB CHIEF (Whiting 1944) 
A brilliant, intensely colored flower 
in reddish-brown, burnt-orange tones 
with a metallic overlay at the haft. 
A late bloomer that gives us a vivid 
splash of new color at the end of 
the season. 36-38 in. stalks. .65 
ARGUS PHEASANT (DeForest 1948) 
Self. Winner of the DYKES MEDAL for 
1952. Huge, broad petaled flowers of 
golden, argus-brown with a coppery 
sheen. A beautiful, slightly ruffled 
flower with semi-flaring falls - out- 
standing in size, form and color. 
ixcellent all-round, easy-to-grow 
plant with 36-38 in. stalks. aes 
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BALLERINA (Hall 1951) 
A lovely, nicely ruffled, very broad 
petaled seashell-pink with a deep 
Orange beard. Perhaps a bit lighter 
but much smoother in color and larg- 
er than the 1951 Dykes Medal winner 
"Cherie". Excellent all-round plant 
nicely branched stalks. 35 in. 3.50 
BALLET DANCER (Klein. 1949) 
Here, with its smooth, vivid coloring 
and its broad, wavy almost horizontal 
falls we have the flowing grace and 
flashing brilliance of the swirling 
dancer costumed in billowing golden- 
apricot. An outstanding iris and a 
fine all-round plant. 36-38 in. 1.50 
BLACK AND GOLD (Klein. 1943} 
S bright, deep yellow, falls a solid 
blackish-maroon, An extreme contrast 
in splashing color hardly possible 
except in an iris flower. No other 
iris quite like it. 36 in. not he 
BLACK FOREST (Schreiner 1945) 
Not tall nor large but it's like a 
rare jewel in its perfection of form 
and coloring. The entire flower, beard 
and all, is a solid, lustrous blue- 
black with no haft markings to mar 
its gem like beauty. A treasure for 
foreground planting. 24-28 in. ° 75 
BLACK HILLS (Fay 1951) 
A blue-black seedling of "Black 
Forest" with beard to match and 
shading to a still deeper black at 
the haft. Much taller and larger 
than its parent. 36 in. stalks. 7.00 
LUE BLAZES (Welch 1950) 
Those who can afford it buy it on 
sight - those who can't quickly jot 
it down on their "going to have" 
list. Huge, blocky, broad petaled, 
beautifully ruffled flowers of light 
to medium blue contrasting with its 
rich, orange~yellow beards. An all- 
round outstanding iris. 36-40 in. 2.75 
BLUE ELEGANCE (Jory 1948) 
Onco hybrid. (Gatesii derivative) 
This all-round excellent new "Mohr'' 
comes in lovely medium blue tones. 
S chicory-blue, F slightly darker 
with still darker Onco veinings over 
all. Big, blocky flowers with broad 
rounded petals and flaring form that 
have that "Mohr look". An easy 
grower, tall 36-40 in. stalks. 1.50 


BLUE PARAKEET (Waters 1950) 
A most unusual iris. Lovely large 
flowers of clear, bright Chicory- 
blue with an oddly contrasting olive. 
coloring at the haft which extends 
nearly an inch down the falls. Tall, 
38-40 in. stalks. Fragrant. 3.50 
BLUE RHYTHM (Whiting 1945) 
The DYKES MEDAL winner for 1950. A 
self of lovely corn-flower blue with 
silvery overtones. Big, smoothly 
tailored flowers, excellent substance 
and a vigorous, prolific bloomer 
with tall, straight, beautifully 
branched, 38-40 in. stalks. «75 
BLUE SHIMMER (J. Sass 1942) 
Plicata. Pure white heavily stitched 
and dotted with a shade of soft, 
light blue that gives us a beautiful- 
ly fresh, clean color combination. 
Large, long petaled flowers, husky, 
heavy blooming plant. 36 in. ~ 60 
BLUE VALLEY (smith 1947) 
A blue self with a sparkling sheen 
that's almost as blue and bright as 
the blue sky itself. A remarkably 
fine all-round iris. Big, beautifully 
ruffled, broad petaled flowers with 
widely flaring falls, and, it's a 
husky growing, free blooming plant 
with stout 36-38 in. stalks. 75 
BLUMOHR (Marx 1949) 
MOHR. (One-fourth Gatesii). 
huge, "Mohr formed! smoothly colored 
flewers ina delightfully clear, 
clean shade of lavender-blue. One of 
the top-notch "MOHRS" to date and 
one that seems to "do well" for 
most everyone. 34-36 in. stalks. 3.50 
BRIGHT SONG (Schroeder 1949) | 
Big, blocky, broad petaled, nicely 
ruffled flowers in a striking rosy- 
pink color tone with bright tangerine 
beards that give it an added flush of 
vivid color at the haft. A lovely and 
unusual flower that's different. 
Fine plant, tall 36-38 in. stalks. 1.75 
BRYCE CANYON (Kleinsorge 1944) 
Here we have henna and copper blend- 
ed into a warm, bright, medium brown 
self with reddish undertones. A very 
popular iris that adds another amaz- 
ing color tone to our gardens. Big, 
nicely formed flowers and an excel- 
lent all-round plant. 36 in. .65 
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CAHOKIA (Faught 1948) 

Here's an iris that always attracts 
attention. It's a blue - a beautiful 
soft, sky-blue that's clean and bright 
and lovely. Its smooth, intense col- 
or combined with the charming airy 
poise of its big, wavy, widely flaring 
flowers give it a personality all 

its own. Tall, 36-40 in. stalks. 2.00 
CAMPFIRE GLOW (Whiting 1947) 

Self. Here we have ruby-red overlaid 
with copper which gives the flowers 

a metallic, coppery sheen. There are 

no haft markings and even the beard 

is a deep copper-red. Nicely formed, 
full petaled, medium sized flowers, 
long blooming season. 30-34 in. 2.00 
CAROL HARKER’ (Naylor 1951) 

This is that "blue" iris with the 
golden center. A flaring, jauntily 
poised and uniquely colored flower 
that will add a new and intriguing 
note to any garden. Excellent all- 
round plant, 36 in. stalks. 2.50 
CASA MORENA (DeForest 1943) 

A self in very deep, rich, chestnut- 
brown that shines in the sun with 
dark reddish tones. Large, long pet- 
aled flowers. An easy, thrifty grow- 
ing, free blocmer. 36 in. stalks. 7.5 
CASCADE SPLENDOR (Klein. 1945) 

Tans, yellows and pinks all blended 
into a luscious apricot-pink that 
shades into pinker tones at the tops 

of the S and the edges of the F. Big, 
wide petaled, beautifully ruffled 
flowers, and, a robust, free bloomer 
that produces as many as ten of its 
lovely flowers on each of its tall, 
nicely branched stalks. 36-40 in. 1.00 
CASTLE ROCK (Loomis 1952) 

A blue and white plicata. Flowers 
beautifully waved and ruffled - out- 
Standing in size and symmetry. The 
white of the ground color is clean 
and bright, the markings a violet~ 
blue. Standards are heavily, almost 
solidly colored. Falls heavily bor- 
dered with a distinguishing line 
extending upwards from the tips. It's 
lovely in color and classie in its 
perfection of form. Excellent sub- 
stance, husky, easy-to-grow plant 
and a fine bloomer. A centerpiece 
for any garden. 36 in. stalks. 7.50 


CHAMOIS (Kleinsorge 1944) 
Its name is the color of this lovely 
iris. A pure chamois-skin colored 
self with lustrous, satiny finish. 
It's another of those amazing color 
shades that one must see to believe. 
Big flowers, wide petals and slightly 
ruffled - excellent all-round, free 
blooming plant. 36-38 in. stalks. 1.00 
CHANTILLY (Hall 1945) 
This is the famous, brightly colored 
orchid-pink with the crinkled edges. 
Our visitors call it "The lacy edged 
one", and admit they couldn!t do 
better with needle and thread. Hasy 
grower, fine bloomer. 36 in. 90 
CHERIE (Hall 1947) 
The most famous of all the "Hall 
Flamingo-pinks". Winner of the DYKES 
MEDAL for 1951. A lovely, soft fla- 
mingo or seashell-pink self with deep 
tangerine beards. Large, full bodied 
slightly ruffled, nicely formed flow- 
ers and a thrifty, easy to grow, 
free blooming plant. 32-34 in. 2.50 
CHIVALRY (Wills 1944) 
The beautiful medium blue self that 
won the DYKES MEDAL for 1947. This 
big, nicely ruffled flower with its 
domed S and widely flaring falls, its 
husky growing, free blooming, depend- 
able plant habits is certainly an 
iris that's "hard to beat". 36 in. Afi 
CLOTH OF GOLD (Whiting 1945) 
Self. Deep, golden-yellow of flash- 
ing brilliance. Big, broad petaled, 
richly colored flowers and a fine, 
free blooming plant that always 
"puts on a show". 36 in. stalks. 765 
CLOUD CAP (DeForest 1950) 
A giant among the Flamingo or Sea- 
shell-pinks. The color is "Blossom- 
pink" (about the same as Cherie) 
with heavy, bright tangerine beards. 
Huge, broad petaled, seven inch 
flowers and a big, husky plant 
with tall, 36-42 in. stalks. 4.00 
COPPER MEDALLION (Schr. 1951) 
For shining metallic brilliance, new 
penny glitter etc. this amazingly 
bright, coppery colored blend beats 
anything we have seen to date. Big, 
full petaled flowers, rich, lustrous 
coloring and an excellent all-round 
plant with 36-40 in. stalks. 2.50 
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DANCING WATERS (Sass 1950) 

A lovely new plicata with flaring 
form done in snow white and bril- 
liant blue. 36 in. stock limited. 3.50 
DARK MELODY (Sass 1951) 

Classed as a plicata but we call it 

a dark melody of deep lovely purples 
blended and splattered almost solidly 
over its whitish ground color ina 
symphony of color. 36 in. stalks. 3.50 
DESERT SONG (Fay 1946) 

Self. A clean, bright, smoothly col- 
ored cream deepened with just a touch 

of primrose. Very large, beautifully 
formed, ruffled flowers. A center- 
piece for any garden, and, here again 

as with Amandine, we have the color 
that brightens and intensifies all 

the other garden colors. 36-38". ihe 
DISTANCE (Cook 1946) 

Silvery blue with wonderfully smooth 
finish and even coloring. No veining 
and almost no haft markings. Domed 

S, flaring, slightly ruffled falls. 

A beautiful flower that's very 
near to true blue. 34-36 in. .90 
DOLLY VARDEN (Hall 1950) 

Yes, the shell-pinks are growing up. 
This is one of the largest to date. 
It's a light to medium tone of sea- 
shell pink with a slight overlay of 
salmon. Large, nicely formed, smoothly 
colored flowers and an excellent, 
free blooming plant. 36-38 in. 6.00 
DREAM CASTLE (Cook 1943) 

A deep, solidly colored orchid-rose- 
pink with near white beards that con- 
trast oddly with its vivid coloring. 
Huge, broad petaled flowers, fine 
form, robust grower. 36-38 in. 1.00 


EASTER BONNET (Maxwell 1944) 
A tall, vigorous, blush-pink blend 
shading to yellower tones at the 
center. Bright yellow beards and a 
narrow edge of gold around the pet- 
als add to the charm of this most 
intriguing flower. 36-40 in. -65 
EBONY ISLE (DeForest 1949) 
Rich, solidly colored, nicely formed 
medium sized flowers of deepest red- 
purple (a black-red in some lights) 
with heavy, dark beards tipped with 
burnt~orange, and, no haft markings 
to mar its loveliness. 34-36 in. 2.00 


ELMOHR (Loomis 1942) 
Onco hybrid. (Wm. Mohr seedling). 
DYKES MEDAL 1945. Here we have the 
style and charm of the "Mohrs" at its 
best. The color is a red-violet or, 
reddish-mulberry. Huge, blocky, ruf- 
fled flowers with the arched S and 
rounded falls that characterize the 
Gatesii breed. 34-38 in. stalks. 075 
EXTRAVAGANZA (Douglas 1944) 
A striking and unusual bicolor in a 
near white and red combination. The 
S creamy white, the velvety, widely 
flaring F a red blend of red, copper 
and violet. Trim, heavy substanced 
flowers, and a husky plant that 
blooms from midseason to very late. 
Nicely branched 36-38 in. stalks. yf 


FALL DAYS (Smith 1948) 

Here we have an iris done in the 
beautiful, flaming colors of autumn. 

S a blend of rose and gold darkened 
with a flush of bronze, the velvet 
falls a rose-brown shading into 
chestnut at the haft, the whole 
flower blended into the rich, color- 
ful. reds of fall. Big, five by five 

in. flowers, tall 36-40" stalks. 1.25 
FANTASY (Hall 1947) 

A rose and orchid toned "pink" with 
the tangerine beards of the Flamingo- 
pinks. In Fantasy this combination 
has produced a most charming and un- 
usual color tone. Broad petaled, 
slightly ruffled flowers, sturdy, 
nicely branched stalks, ideal for 
foreground planting. 30 inches. 2.25 
FIRECRACKER (Hall 1943) 

A very aptly named plicata. Here we 
have a clear yellow ground color 
very heavily marked all over with a 
bright burgundy-red which gives us 

an outstanding, splashy, much redder 
color among the red-yellow plicatas. 

A goodly sized and most colorful 
flower, easy grower, 30-34 in. As 
FIRE DANCE (Fay 1947) 

Fire Dance has about the same bright, 
splashy coloring as Firecracker but 

is larger and taller. Ground color 
yellow, S heavily marked all over, F 
heavily bordered with a bright wine- 
red in a brilliant, eye-catching 
combination. 36-40 in. stalks. 1.50 
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FLARE (Schreiner 1951) 

Here's a brilliant splash of color, 

S bright orange-yellow, F a rich red- 
brown with a shiny, lustrous finish. 
For a vivid, "flare" of color in the 
foreground this thrifty, free bloom- 

er was made-to-order. 30-34 in. 1.00 
FORT TICONDEROGA (Smith 1948) 

A striking, vividly colored flower. 

S between orange and burnt~-sienna. F 
very velvety, bright garnet-red with 
brilliant deep orange beards. An 
excellent, late bloomer.

FROST GLINT (Whiting 1951) 

A beautifully formed, icy-cold, 
blue-white of remarkably heavy sub- 
stance.

GARDEN GLORY (Whiting 1943) 

A "red" that's in a class all by it- 
self. A deep, solid wine~-red with 
dark bronze beards. Not tall but the 
flowers are big, broad petaled and 
flaring in form. There is absolutely 
no haft markings, just rich, solid 
red coloring. Another gem for the 
foreground. Sturdy 30 in. stalks. 215 
GARNET GLOW (Sass 1951) 

Here, indeed, is something new and 
different in iris coloring. It's a 
dark, vinaceous-purple, or, Fuschia 
colored self with tangerine-red 
beards. 36 in. Stock limited. mle 
GAY BORDER (DeForest 1949) 

A very nice all-round iris in the 
red-white plicata class. Clear white 
ground color marked with a bright 
wine-red - the S heavily marked all 
over, the F with a half inch border 
and a light flush of gold at the 
haft. Fine bloomer, 36" stalks. 1.25 
GOLD BEATER (Klein. 1944) 

A solid, pure chrome-yellow self with 

no haft markings, no hint of any other 
color. This big flowered, intensely 
colored yellow is hard to beat at 

any price. Husky plant, 38 in. 705 
GOLD DUST  (Salbach 1952) 

A really outstanding plicata in the 
yellow-brown class. Both S and F are 

a golden yellow flushed and dotted 
deep brown. Lovely, big flowers on 
nicely branched 36 in. stalks. 4.00 
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GOLDEN RUSSET (Klein. 1946) 

Our visitors "Oh and Ah" at the size 

of the flowers on this one. It's not 
surprising as they may measure up to 
seven by nine inches when well grown, 
The color is lovely - a clear, light 
golden-russet, and the substance is 
excellent, the flower holding itself 
remarkably well in spite of its 
huge size. 36-40 in. stalks. 1.50 
GOLD SOVEREIGN (Whiting 1949) 

If you want intensity of color this 
one has it in a brilliant sparkling 
golden-orangy yellow. Medium in size 
and height but one of the most vivid 
things in the garden, 34" stalks. 2.00 
GOOD NEWS (Kleinsorge 1946) 
Distinctly different. Some call it 

a tannish, deep gold, others, a deep, 
golden-tan. Anyway, it's a beautiful, 
brilliantly colored flower made even 
more striking by a narrow band of 
copper shading around the falls. 
Very nicely ruffled, blocky, full 
bodied flowers. 30-34" stalks. 90 
GREEN PASTURES (Heller 1947) 

Green is a mixture of blue and yellow. 
Why not try breeding a real green 
flowered iris. This big, chartreuse, 

or greenish-yellow should be a good 

one to start with. 36-38" stalks. 1.50 
GYPSY ROSE (Whiting 1946) 

In substance and flower size this one 

is in the Golden Russet class. In 
color it's a tapestry-red brushed with 
copper at the haft and flushed with 
blue below the heavy yellow beards. 

A big, colorful, free bloomer that 
puts on a show. 30-40 in. stalks. 1.00 


HAPPY BIRTHDAY (Hall 1952) 

One of the newest and certainly one 

of the greatest of all the Flamingo- 
Pinks to. come from the gardens of 
Mr. Hall to date. Here we have deeper 
color, nicely ruffled, well formed, 
much larger flowers, tangerine beards 
and a husky, robust plant. Happy 
birthday to "somebody".

HEIGHO (Craig 1949) 

Oncobred, from Capitola. The color 

is a lovely shade of violet, blue- 
lavender with a hint of the Onco 
signal patch below the beards. A |

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HELEN McGREGOR (Graves 1946) 
DYKES MEDAL 1949. Large, flaring, 
perfectly formed,.daintily ruffled 
flowers in a clear, lustrous, very 
light blue with a flush of silvery 
white around the near white beards. 
A thrifty, free bloomer that's es- 
pecially fine for cutting. 36 in. 1.00 
HIS EXCELLENCY (K.Smith 1948) 
A new version of that lovable, "pansy 
colored" old favorite "Louvois" in a 
larger, brighter and better all-round 
iris. The S are tan flushed pink, the 
falls a rich, lustrous dark brown 
bordered light tan. 36" stalks. 2.00 
HI-TIME (Hall 1950) 
One of those luscious and amazing 
golden-apricot colors with heavy, 
tangerine beards that seem to throw 
reddish reflections into the hearts 
of the flowers. Imagine this silky 
textured, full bodied, medium large 
"lovely" planted, or arranged in 
bouquets, with dark, blue-purples. 
Nicely branched 32-34" stalks. 2.00 
HIT PARADE (Hall 1947) 
Self, and one of the better Flamingo 
pinks. This one is a smoothly colored 
medium toned pink, a bit ruffled 
and larger flowered than many of the 
others with the characteristic shell- 
pink buds and tangerine beards. An 
easy grower with 30-34" stalks. of 5 
HURRICANE (Craig 1949) 
Onco-bred. Big Mohr formed flowers 
in a lovely powder-blue, usually, 
(depending on the weather) flecked 
over all with purple spots. Good 
bloomer with 34-38 in. stalks. 3,00 


ILLINOIS (Hall 1949) 

A great big creamy yellow noted for 
its fine finish, pure coloring and 
husky, free blooming qualities. All 
this together with its good form and 
fine branching make it "hard to beat" 

at the flower shows. 38" stalks. 1.00 
INDIANA NIGHT (Cook 1942) 

Self - and a lovely one. Very dark, 
lustrous, velvety blue-purple several 
shades bluer and brighter than most 
other dark purples. Beautiful big, 
blocky flowers with very few haft 
markings. A good grower but not a 
fast increaser. 36 in. stalks. es 
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JANE PHILLIPS (Graves 1950) 

A seedling of the Dykes Medal winner 
Helen McGregor with all the perfect 
form and gracefu! charm of its parent 
PLUS a deeper blue coloring that's 
just about true blue. 36" stalks. 2,50 
JOSEPH'S MANTLE (Craig 1949) 

Well, you'll just have to see this to 
believe it. It's one of those striated 
jobs. Big, nicely formed flowers with 
golden-buff ground color all washed 
and lined with red-brown and, for good 
measure, there's an almost solid 
quarter inch border around the falls. 
Robust grower with 36-40" stalks. 1.75 
JULIET (Kleinsorge 1946) 

Blend - and a brilliant, flashy one. 

A vivid, flame-coppery color blended 
with salmon and shading into bright 
burnt-orange center and beards. 
Lovely broad petaled flowers and a 
fine all-round plant.

LADY BOSCAWEN (Graves 1946) 

Smooth, gleaming alabaster-white in 
near perfection of form and coloring.

Fine, robust plant 
with tall 36-38 in. stalks. he 
LADY LOUISE (Graves 1947) 

Lovely and different in both color 
and pattern. The broad, ruffled S 
are Colonial-buff, the wide falls a 
shining white bordered with the 
yellow-buff of the S. Large, full 
bodied flowers, 36-38" stalks.

LADY MOHR (Salbach 1944) 

Lady Mohr - with the distinctive form 
of the Onco hybrids combined with a 
grace and style all her own.

A famous iris and a 
charming novelty. Husky, free bloom- 
ing plant with 3 to 4 ft. stalks. ho 
LILAC LANE (Whiting 1947)
